It 
is the most comprehensive harbor investiga- 
tion ever undertaken by the government and 
ts expected? to show the possibility of estab- 
lishing at Chicago a harbor ranking with 
the great municipal harbors of Burope.

The preliminary report submitted by Maj, 
Rees indicates that the findings of Mayor 
Busses harbor commission, of which John 
M. Ewen was chairman, wil) be upheld with 
regard to the possibilities of lake and river 
harbors and a combination of both. 

The government engineers pronounce the 
site north of the mouth of the Chicago river 
and the vicinity of the mouth of the Calumet
